What has made the Park-N-Eat 
more than your ordinary drive-in 
however. has been-its specialties, in 
cluding the Park-N-Eat special 
originated in 1948 or 1949, according 
to Miner. The .grdund-on-the 
premises beef and Miner's special 
care in preparing the cole slaw also 
brought fame and customers to the 
drive-in 

But the most popular item, the piz-

In the July 1978-June 1979 year, state income 
related to horse racing, mainly from the tax on pari. 
mutuel betting, totaled $78.7 million, compared to 
$27.8 million from the lottery 

Five years later, in 1983-84, racing revenue slip 
ped to $65 million but the lottery netted $377 million 
for the state out of $911 million in sales. 

The lottery, in fact, produced more for the 
general revenue {und in the past fiscal year alone 
than did horse racing for the last 10 years combined, 
‘The state gets nearly 40 percent of the lottery take, 
while only about six percent of the race bets go to 
state coffers:-

Aside from the lottery’s growing success in coin 
peting for citizens’ dollars, other factors have been 
noted. Horse race attendance is down, and there has 
been a steady decline in betting volume since the 
peak year of 1979-80, when the state derived $81.1 
million. And:tracks' tax rate was lowered by a 1479 
law enacted because the tracks said they were’ in 
dire financial straits. 


Despite the decrease in statewide horse racing 
taxes and attendance, Fairmount Park at Col 
linsville showed gains in 1982-83, the last year for 
which statistics on individual tracks are available. 
Fairmount attendance rose from 6.75 million to 6.93 
million, money wagered climbed from $115 million 
to $123 million, and state revenue increased from

Less inflation benefits everyone immensely 


To the Editor 

“Where's the beef?" was Walter 
Mondale’s show-stopping challenge 
to Gary. Hart’s “new ideas’ cam- 
paign.” This flash of rhetorical 
brilliance was a turning point in the 
campaign for. the Democratic 
presidential nomination and receiv- 
ed a great ileal of attention from the 
media and the public ; 

I submit, however, that the real 
question of the 1984 election ought to 
be ‘“‘How much js the beef?" 

‘Although| the economic recovery 
has focussed our attention on such 
heartening statistics as thé 6.8 
million new jobs created in the past 
18 months and the rip-roaring 
growth of the economy, our victory 
over inflation has received scant at- 
tention. 

The deaf ear turned to one of the 
Reagan administration's major suc- 
cesses is puzzling, for the runaway 
inflation of the Carter-Mondale 
years was a central éssue in the 1980 
election. 

Just four years ago, America was 
suffering from back-to-back years of 
double-digit inflation 

During the last 12 months 9f the 
Carter administation, inflation was 
raging at 12.4 percent <j, * 

Today, the inflation rate is 4.2 per- 
cent ' 

What this means for the price of 
beef is that a pound of ground beef 
that costs $1.33 today would ‘have 
cost $2.10 if the rate of inflation at 
the end of the Carter-Mondale ad- 
ministration had continued. 

Had inflation continued unabated, 
the weekly family food bill of $98 to- 
day would total $131; a gallon of 
gasoline would. cost $1.88, not the 
present $1.21; a three-bedroom 
home priced at $68,700 today would 
cost $91,100 


There was more than a dime’s 
worth of difference between the can- 
didates in 1980. 

Just how did the Reagan ad- 
ministration vanquish inflation 
while at the same time creating 
millions of new jobs and a surging 
recovery? To begin with, inflation 
was attacked at its root—the prin- 
ting presses of the federal govern- 
ment. . 

We stopped hearing about how in- 
flation was somehow “built into’ 
our economy, or how it was all the 
fault of those nasty Arabs. Or 
sunspots. Or gremlins. 

Inflation, caused solely by goyern- 
ment increasing the money supply 
faster than the increase in the supp- 
ly of goods and services, was attcked 
by slowing the growth of the money 
supply and by cutting taxes’ and 
eliminating excessive regulation in 
order to increase the supply of goods 
and services. 

A.growing economy and a. sound 
dollar brought inflation down quick- 
ly 

This may seem like simple com- 
mon sense to you. It is. But common 
sense is a rare. commodity in 
Washington, D.C. Ronald Reagan is 
the first president since John F. 
Kennedy to produce both economic 
growth and job creation while lower- 
-ing inflation. 

As you assess the field of can- 
didates for national office this sum- 
mer and fail, listen carefully to what 
they have to say about the nation’s 
economic policies. 

If your congressman or senator 
voted against the tax cut of 1981, or 
prefers tax increases to spending 
restraint, 1 suggest the following 
sobering exercise: 

Take a dollar out of your pocket
